He 
had then-fore probably less lhaii nine iiiil- 
lions of proiiiiclive capital whim lie began 
the present wheat deal.

FROM THE WEST COAST. 

News llccelvetl tliat a Sealing Hchouner 
Sel/.ed, Turned from Sitka and 1b Now 
Due Hero— News of the Ciiast. 

Father Lommons arrived from Clayo- 
quot Sound yesterday xnoiiiuig in a canoe, 
having been three days and a half m 

making tho trip. While in one of the 
campa of tbo Nitinat Indians, opposite 
Cape Flattery, a member of tho tribe ar- 
rived in a canoo from off a sehooiior lying 
outside. Hia story was that the schooner 
was scaling in Behring's sea, had 
made a very large catch, and whs on the 
point of retuniing to Victoria, but was 
becalmed when ready to sail. In 
the meantime a revenue cutter sighted 
and bore down upon them. They were 
boarded, thoir papers, .skins, liruarins and 
ammunition conti.^cated, and the captain 
ordered to proceed to Sitka. Tho cutter 
then proceeded towards another aohooner, 
which was sighted in the distance, and 
which, no doubt, was subjected to similar 
treatment. The captain headed his 
schooner towards Sitka for a time, and 
thim decided that it would bu more profit- 
able to run for Victoria, and accordingly 
lio did so. Father Lemnicns did not 
learn the name of the schooner. 
The ciiiitain of the schooner had 
spoke Captain Nela of the Onward, 
and he informed him that after the seiz- 
ure of the W. P. Sayward, and while the 
latter was on the way to Sitk.a. the 
Onward hid come alongside of her during 
the night, while the two Americans who 
had been placed in charge were asleep. 
-All the guns and auinmnition of the Say- 
ward wore transferred to the Onward, and 
sho then got safely avvay. 

The three carpenters who wont to 
Chiyoipint three iiiontlis ago to orect a 
house and ebuieh at thai jioint, and ulau 
a house lor Father Brabant at Uesquiat, 
reiuriieil with Father LemuieuB, having 
ei .iiqileied the construction of the three 
Iniildiiigs.

The settlements of the west coast are so 
isolated from the oiiler u. rld, not having 
any legiilai means .if c.niiiniiiii'aliou, dial 
the news that has reached the Indians of 
their friends in the imrlli sealing, 
been much ilistoi'ted,ainl as a c. .nsei|Ucnce 
they are iiiiich concerned about their fate. 
If life-saving stations are estnhlished on 
the west coast, Eiither LemmeiiK thinks it 
will lie iilisohit I'ly iiecessaiy in e.-lalilisli 
mail eiimiii 111, K'.'it 1. -n along 1 lie c. .asl , nt lier- 
wise if a wreck oeiiiireil IWelily-live miles 
oil", there Would be nothing known a'noiit 
it, as Indians do not travel in the winter. 
A monthly mail for six mouths in the 
year would now be a great boon to the 
scattered whito traders and settlers on the 
coast, and would in many instances he 
productive of great benefit.
